collection districts, has been made pub- 
lic, and will take effect July 1st, or as 
soou thereafter as practicable. 
The 


number of districts ia reduced from 126 
to eighty-two. 
Nevada has been at- 


tached to the Fourth District of Cali- 
fornia, with A. L. Frost, of Sacramento, 
as Collector. Oregon and Washington 
Territory are joined, with John 0. Cart- 
wright, Oregon's Collector, as Collector 
of the new district. Utah, Idaho and 
Montana, 
are added together, with 


Utah's Collector, O. J. Hollister, rva 
Collector of the district. 
Arizona and 


New Mexico are consolidated into one, 
and so are Colorado and Wyoming. Da- 
kota has been attached to Nebraska. 
Iu California the First district bus been 
added to the Fourth, Nevada's new 
place. These are the changes veportad 
for the Pacific Coast. 
We have not 


seen any estimate of the saving effected 
by this redaction, but it will certainly 
amount to $250,000 per anuutu. 
The 


time will come when the entire Internal 
Revenue service will be donu a\vnj with, 
and the recent reductions in aud abol- 
ishment of taxes of this character, hav- 
ing lessened the necessity for us many 
officials as we have hud, the Presi- 
dent has lopped of the number cleemud 
advisable without detriment to the effi- 
ciency of the present and future ncacla 
of the service.

REMINISCENCES OF PRESIDENT 


LI&COKN'i* ADMINISTRATION. 


How Slavery was Destroyed. 


(By HOD. Schuyler Colfax.j 


SECOND ARTICLE. 


Hf. Lincoln had struck at slavery in 


his proclamation with the battle-ax of 
the war-power, tho solemn steps to- 
wards which culmination were referred 
to in my recent article. But anti- 
slavory men, in Congress and among 
the people, wars unwilling to allow this 
great act to be hazarded upon 
future 


judicial decisions as to the extent of the 
President's power in such a mighty 
crisis. It was an open secret then, that 
the great Senator from Massachusetts, 
Charles Samtnar, believed that a Con- 
gressional act of emancipation could 
constitutionally bs passed, and that 
there was a peril iu risking success on 
the ratification of 
a 
constitutional 


amendment by three-quarters of all the 
States, Southern as well as Northern, 
In the consultations then held by the 
President's supporters, it was however 
insisted, aud successfully, that "a bond 
must be taken of fate" itself, as one 
speaker stated it; and that, as a law for 
abolition passed by one Congress might 
be repealed by another Congress, the 
destruction of so powerful ac institution 
as American slavery must rest on noth- 
ing less substantial than the National 
Constitution. Then, if we should, at 
any future date, go out of power iu tha 
mvtation of parties, nothing less 
than 


two-thirds of both branches of Congress 
with three-quarters of all the States 
concurring, could, iu any way, unsettle 
our work. 


Senator Summer was one of the ear- 


liest, after this was decided, to indicate 
the lunguttge he desired to have placed 
in the Constitution, thus : 


Everywhere within the limits of the 


United States, and of each State or 
Territory thereof, all persons are equal 
before the law, so that no person cau 
hold another as a slave. 


And I must incorporate hare a very 


few sentences from his masterly oration 
on the subject, as illustrating, better 
than auy words of another, his position 
un this momentus question. Said he : 


By a single brief sentenco Congress 


may sweep slavery out of existence. 
But, even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, it is impossible to say when 
thaameudiBBnt can become a part of 
the Constitution. Too tardily, I fear, 
for all the good is sought. 
Therefore, 


I am not content with this measure 
alone. It postpones till to-morrow what 
ought to be dona to-day! 


To-iaorrow, and to-morrow, and to-morrow, 
Creeps in this petty pace from day to day, 
To the last syllable of recorded time. 


Ah, sir, it would be a glad sight to seo 
that Constitution which wa have all 
sworn to support, interpreted gener- 
ously, nobly, gloriously for freedom, so 
that, everywhere within itg influence, 
the chains should drop from the slave. 
Whatever muy be the judgment of the 
Senate, I am consoled by the thought 
that the most homely text containing 
such a rule will be more beautiful far 
than any words of poetry or eloquence; 
aud that it will endure to be read with 
gratitudo when the rising dome of the 
Capitol, with the statue of Liberty 
which surmounts it, has crumbled into 
dust. 


Congress, howovar, preferred a dif- 


ferent phraseology from that suggested 
by Mr. Slimmer, so that the 13th 
Amendment, now stands in the Consti- 
tution in tha 
following 
language : 


"Neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, except as a punishment for crime, 
whereof the parly shall have been duly 
convicted, shall exist within the United 
Slates, or any placo subject to their 
ju-isdiction." 


Its passage in tha Senate was easily 


achieved. On tho 8th of April, 1801, 
that body adopted it by the overwhelm- 
ing vote of 38 to 6 (Garrett, Davis, 
Heudricks, McDougal, Powell, Riddle, 
Saiilsbury voting No). But it encoun- 
tered more determined and dangerous 
opposition in the House of Represent* 
tives. Two months afterwards, in June, 
on the question of its passage there 
the yeas wera 95, and the nays GS, con- 
siderably less than a two-thirds vote, 
and it vas therefore declared by the 
Speaker to bs rejected. 


Fortunately, however, Mr. Ashley, 01 


Ohio, just before the result was an- 
uounced, changed his vote from the 
affirmative to ths negative. And sub- 
sequently, when other business was 
pending, na entered a motion to re- 
ooubider. A volley of points of order 
from the pro-slavery members followed, 
but in vain. He had "voted on tha 
prevailing side," aud was therefore en- 
titled to move a reconsideration; uud 
the motion, having baeu received when 
other business was before the House, 
could not be acted upon at the time. It 
therefore "went over" till such time as 
the majority of the House should see 
at to call it up for action. That did not 
occur, of course, at that session: and 
fortunately og'iin, there was another 
session of the same Congress yot to be 
held. 


Before that session convened m De- 


cember, 1.864, the Presidential election 
of that year had been held. Mr. Lin- 
coln had been re-elected overwhelm- 
ingly. The people had spoken uiightily. 
Sherman bad marched to the soa glori- 
ously. The overthrow of the Rjbolhon 
was beyond all question. And oa the 
31st of January, 1865, ths uama House 
which had rejected the 
amendment 


passed it by 119 to 56 (7 votes over two- 
ihirds). Abraham Lincoln affixed his 
signature to it Feb. 
1; although pro- 


testing to the enrolling committee that 
it was needless, as the Constitution au- 
thorized "two-thirds of Congress" to 
submit amendments to the States. The 
President's own State ef Illinois de- 
lighted him by a telegram that very 
night, that it had, first of all others, 
ratified this great amendment. Rhode 
Island and Michigan won the next place 
of honor by ratifying it the following 
day. 
But months elapsed before the 


requisite number was obtained. 


Finally, on the 18th of December, 


1865, Secretary Seward issued the official 
proclamation that twenty-seven States, 


being just three-fourths of the entire 
number of thirty-sis States, had ratified 
it, and that it had therefore became 
part of the Constitution. It is worthy 
of note that Georgia was the twenty- 
seventh Slate, its ratification occurring 
December 6; and that five States after- 
wards ratified it—Oregon, Florida, New 
•Jersey and Iowa, the last ono oa Jan 
uary 24, 1866. 


At last the glad word was spoken b; 


the nation, and thenceforward in ou: 
laud "the sun could not rise on a mas 
ter nor set on a slave." I cannot con 
elude without a brief allusion to a few 
who can never be forgotten when th 
past rises before my vision. 


First, as entitled to precedence among 


the Congressional opponents of slaver 
in the day of its po\var, wero the veter 
ans, JOHN QUINCY AuiMS, JOSHUA. R 
GIDDINOS 
and Owas 
LOVEJOY, whi 


spoke so faithfully for freedom in th 
earlier years, fearless of obloquy or ter 
rorism—"who waited long, but disi 
without the sight." , 


Next I see that trio of illustrious San 


ators who had aided so effectively in 
this grand work, but who so soon 
fol 


lowed our first'matyred President to th 
tomb—COLLA.MEB, FOOT and FESSENDEN-- 
Oollamor, encyclopedic in varied know 
ledge and unsurpassed in logical reason 
ing; Foot, whose commanding preaeuc 
and parliamentary ability 
made him 


onu of the most popular of presiding 
officers; and Fessendon, of whom it wa 
said so poetically at his funeral, "Hi; 
words were swift and sharp as a oimetar 
they warmed as tho Olympic wheo 
caught fire in the swiftness of the race.' 


And surely two of the other House 


whose 
votes 
"proclaimed 
liberty 


throughout the laud to all the in hub 
itants thereof," will stand most eini 
neutly conspicuous in history—HBNR 
WINTER DAVIS of the former slave Stat 
of Maryland, one of the most gifted am 
graceful orators our nation has eve 
produced, anil THAEDEUS STEVBHS, 
born leader amongst mon for such a 
crisis, grim in satire, scathing in iu 
veotive, fearless and frank, who nske 
that his only obitu.iry should be tha 
"he was who had striven to ameliorate 
the condition of the poor, the lowly sue 
th» down-trodden, of every raee anc 
language and color." 


With many more, to whom the Re 


public owes so much, they have passec 
away; but their work will live after them 
while time shall last, aud our regen- 
erated nation shall endure. 


EX-SEJfATOR McDOIVAI.!>. 


His View H ou tUo Chinese a:id For 


Immigration. 


Ex-Senator McDonald, who was in 


terviewed at Indianapolis, on the 24th 
with respect to Kuow-Nothiiigism, h 
having expressed the belief that the im 
migration of foreigners was what Amsr 
ican labor had to laar more than auy 
thing else, said: "I am in favor o 
the exclusion of the Chinese, because 
do not want our people to have to com 
pete in wages with people who oar 
subsist on one-fourth the cost that i 
required for a workinginan. I want al 
who do not come to this country for the 
purpose of becoming citizens of thi 
nation, and making for themselves an< 
families homos hero, to be excludei 
from the privileges of coming here ant 
accumulating means to build houses in 
some other country. I do not want the 
American workingman brought down to 
their level. I am not opposed to irnrni 
gration of persons who come here and 
beooma"citizens, baonuae then thsy will 
become factors of the Government auc 
nation, and be entitled to certain rights 
as factors. 
Ws c-.junot legislate for in 


dividuals, but it must be for a genera 
class or ou general principles. 
I am 


iu favor of the Chinese bill, and was iu 
f.ivor of it when it was before Congress 
That bill expresses my views exactly.' 
Ho declined to ba interviewed ou tha 
political probability further than to 
state that ha was for a Democratic nom- 
inee, who he was quite sure would be 
elected. 
He was of tha opinion thai 


the tariff question would constitute the 
leading issue iu the next Presidential 
campaign.

at New Yorli. 


A number of capitalists of New York 


city propose to organize a pertnanenl 
exhibition.

" The exhibition will bo permanent and 
in other respects very much like tha 
Centennial it Philadelphia, We expect 
to occupy forty acres of ground ami 
will put up an agricultural building, a 
machinery 
building, u horticultural 


building and art and science buildings, 
including a mammoth concert hall and 
possibly, iu time, a theater. 
These 


will bo open to the public at all times, 
excepting through tho winter months, 
aud a nominal admission will entitle 
visitors to the privileges of the entire 
exhibition. 
The departments will be 


open to exhibits from all parts of the 
world, so that, in fact, the scheme is 
nothing less than a world's fair and a 
permanent ono at that."
